This bill would Include an. elastic clause 
which will make it pessftle to eraluate the 
success of this move within a year and pertiaps 
then extend the privilege to Juniors. 

IF CAMFrS (»F1M0N is favorable, (and 
the project is successful), closing hours could 
be aboUshed for all K-State women within tour 
years. 

One of the most perceptive statements in 
the bills was the rejection of parental permis- 
sion cards because it was believed that "parents 
are too far away from the situation to know 
what would be best." 

QEKEltAIiLY THE new rules are conserva- 
tive and will make official situations which have 
always been In existence. Certainly no one is 
naive enough to believe that there have always 
been three couples and the dean's permission 
when members of the opposite sex visited apiurt- 
ments. 

BUT TSB KEW rules are a step, even if 
only a small one, towards proving that college 
women are responsible adults. 

These bills must be passed by the AWS Rules 
Convention on Feb. 18. This convention is com- 
posed entlrsly of stndeiit detasates from women's 
living groups. 

This means that the decision Is PIR8T up 
to the women on campus. 

IF THEY APPROVE it at the convention, 
then the bills will go before the Faculty Council 
on Students Affairs (composed of both students 
and faculty). If improved, ther will go into ef- 
fect next fall. 

Now is the time to let your living group 
delegate know bow you feel about these new 
rules. — melodie bowsher

ALL REVENUE collected la 
used only for the maintenance 
and patrolling of the state |«rl[a 
and not for Improvementa or expansion. Al- 
though the revenue collected Is not sufficient 
to pay for the total cost of maintenance and pa- 
trolling of the parks, it is enough to pay for at 
least a third of the total cost. 

Without the restricting permits, it is sus- 
pected that the cost of maintaining the state 
parks would be even more costly than at present. 
Add to the extra cost of maintenance, the lack 
of funds collected through the sale of park per- 
mits and the state suddenly has another tax 
burden on its hands. 

GOVERNOR ROBERT Docking has said that 
he is opposed to the park permits and has urged 
the state legiHlators to draw up plans for the 
abolishment of the park permit system. 

Since authority for the elimination or change 
of the )6 fee rests with the legislature, the plan 
must be submitted as a bill and Representative 
George Jellnek, D-Ellsworth, is presently mak- 
ing a draft that he will present later this year. 

BEFORE THE legltlature does away with 

the park permlta. If they tee fit to do 0O» It would 

laem more reasonable aad responsible on tbeir 

part If tbty wocdd at least wait two or possibly 
thrae yeari and then act, only after careful con- 
sideration. 

On a newly instituted program, such as the 
park permit plan, where only four years of

very misleading. 

AT FIK8T thought, the park fee appears to 
be only a nuisance tax, but upon learning more 
about the subject, one can see where It is in 
actuality a nooessary tax for reveniM to property 
operate the state park system. 

In order for the park permit plan to be given 
a fair trial, if indeed it need be tried at all, the 
legislature of Kansas should act on the matter 
only after more records are available In order 
to better Judge the sHoation. Tbla tbey must 
do since it Is Kansas taaqiiayers' money that hangs

"In 1988 the fees provided ap- 
proximately one third of the 
operation cost which Is a long 
way off from the nrlRtnal plan 
of full support," Jelinek said. 

Colvln contends that the Parks 
and Resources Authority has 
never pretended that fees Rol- 
iected would meet the entire cost 
of malntenauce. Following thU 
line of thinking, the Kaneas 
Legislative Counell has recom- 
mended, after a lengthy study 
o( the fees, that they be retained. 

OPPONRNT8 of the fees point 
out that iB 1188 the Department 
of Booaomic Development spent 
more than ISfiO.OOO on tonr- 
Iflt promotion aad pabUetty. 
They argue that free state parks 
in Kansas would further the 
image of Kansas. 

Proponents of the fee system 
contend that aUhough the fees

Anderaon retired from the Unl" 
veralty as prwldent. 

The central portion of the 
building and the corridor waa 
eomplatad In 1888. The south 
wing and corridor were built 
two years later. In 188 7 the 
part of the building housing the 
ehapal waa oxtanded 20 feet to 
the west to aoeomodate more 
people. At that time Anderson 
waa called the Alain College 
BtiUdlng. In 1808 the bnlldlng 
was named Anderson Hall In 
honor of Prealdent John Ande^ 

The first floor now houses the 
Endowment and Alumni Associ; 
attona, ottleea of the president/ 
vice presidents, assistants to 
the president, business man- 
agers, comptroller, physical 
plant, post office, admiaalona 
«ad reeorda and traffle and' aa- 
enrtty. The housing bfflea, pay- 
diology department, budget of- 
flee, couBseling center and eredlt 
anion occupy the second floor. 

Tho data processing center 
and the placement center are lo- 
cated In the basement. 

In 1914, the area where Ad- 
mlsslons ahd Roeorda la now lo^ 

cated was used for miscellaneous 
assemblies and a stage was lo- 
cated wbOre this diraetor'a oftlee 
is. 

Durland, also said the College 
of Engineering need to havf their 
aasembllM in that am on lliara- 
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day afternoons and there were 
some student plays given there. 

In 1918. a aettion of the base- 
ment was remodeled and a bar- 
ber shop and a aod* taaataln 
were installed. 

"We bad Army training boys 
stationed on the campus and at 
least part of the time they were 
reatrletad ta the eampna Aa a 
result they were perailtted to 
use theae facHttleB that used to 
be In Anderaon," Duriand added. 

In ISIS, the seating area was 
torn oat and converted Into the 
equivalent of a small student 
union. The recreation center was 
built and used as a student 
lounge. It was similar to the 
lounge In the east corner of the 
present Union. Later a t^por- 
ary union waa buUt trgm an 
Army barracks that was moved 
to K-SlatP from Coffeyville. 

At one time there were two 
porebaa, one north of the recre- 
ation center and one south of the 
center. The walls <vere removed 
mnd consequently the porches 
.w^ moved ta ont of view Jttom

presidents' offices. 

"The comptroller's office used

Darland said. "Anderson hall 
was one of the flrat buildings 
on the campus. Architecturally, 
it mi^ht be called » combination 
of Gothic and Old French." 

The windows and doors are 
typical Gothic architecture but 
the general appearance of the 
exterior la Franeh." 

The r^istrar's office was 
acroM the hall from the preient 
loca'tlon of the president's office 
and the engineering elassM wara 
held upstairs in 1020.

of Home Eeonomlta tfao waa lo- 
catod there, 

A bell has been in the belfry 
of the main spire of Anderaon 
sinee the University was orsan- 
taod. Tha bait rang pvery morm* 
teg and at noon. 

A fl-bell carillon waa In" 
stalled In the Anderaon towar In 
IStS. tt consists of 98 miniature 
bronse bell units. The bells are 
struck by metal hammers, pro- 
ducing bell tones which are 
amplified more than one million 
times in the form of short con- 
certs which are ployed daily. 

As enrollments continue to In- 
crease, the growth of Anderson 
hal and other campus bnildlngs 
will continue to expand ereatlng 
history with each modltiMtlon.

Summer Ckemistry Classes 
To Meet in New Building 



Kin^ hull, the new cbemlatry 
building, will be ready for use 
by summer school students, 
Clifton Meloan, head of the 
chemistry department planning 
committee, said Thursday. 

The three story building is 
named after Herbert King, head 
of the chemistry department 
from 1918 to I94S, and will 
supplement Willard hall, the 
current chemistry building. 

THE Bl ILlUNti will have ten 
newly equipped frMhman lab- 
oratories, two organic and four 
analytic laboratories, a stock- 
room, one large daaaroom and 
two small class areas. 

The entire structure cost more 
than 91.0 mUlkm. State funds 
paid for two-thirds of the build- 
ing construction. Federal fundis 
paid for the remaining third. 

EACH NEW laboratory will be 
equipped with a dual purpose 
workbench. The clieniiatry de- 
partment spent over a year de- 
veloping a bench that could be 
used In all four areaR of chem- 
istry and for teaching and re- 
sealNsh. Bach bench is designed 
to allow a quick change to dif- 
ferent types of laboratory situ- 
ations. 

Laboratories are designed to 
hold a maximum of 18 students.

DENNIS HUGHES. PHL Sr, 
chairman of the World Chrtat- 
lan Oommiinlty eommittee at the 
Foundation has sent letters to 
100 community ieadera explain- 
)ng the meal. 

Hughes stated in his letter 
that the meals will raise funds 
for the purchasing and shipping 
of needed medical and other hu- 
manitarian aid for etrnian -rlo- 
Ums of the war. 

THE LETTER also said re- 
cent new refeaaes from Vietnam 
have revealed that a million chil- 
dren have been killed, wounded 
or burned in the war. The chU- 
drea receive little or no aid be- 
eanee of lack of medical sup- 
plies and available doctors. 

The meal will consist of rice 
and tM, the two primary staples 
of the Vietnamese diet. Hughes 
said, "We are asking Chinese 
students to help prepare ud 
serve the meals."

AND STRANtiELY enough, gome women stu- 
dents protest the liberalization of closing hours. 
Tbey argue that K-Sta(e women are "culturally 
behind" IDaalem sch ools.

FEW K-STATE women would be willing to 
admit that they are immature or backward chil- 
dren.

Shift in Representation? 
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Editor: 

As an independent running for Student Sen- 
ate. I have became somewhat concerned about 
the proposal of proportional r^resentation of 

Senate based on living groups. 

AT FIKST glance it appears as though this 
would allow a better way for a senator to re- 
late to his constituents. However, I have sev- 
eral questions as to how the system would work 
and if it would really further student government 
at K-State. 

At the present time Student Senate is oriented 
towards all arera of student involvement through 
the university's colleges; it is not socially ori- 
ented as many other student governments which 
only deal with parties and social activities. 

THIS STRUCTUKB has begun to advance 
K-State in various academic areas such m in- 
structor evaluation and pass-fail 
courses. The effectiveness of 
college councils could be serious- Reader 
ly inhibited by a shift to living . 
group representation. Opinion 

One of my most serious ques- 
tions about thf living group rep- 
rest»ntation is the proi>ortional system of senate 
selection. A person in favor of proportional rep- 
resentation stated that it would be one senator 
for each 160 votes turned out by a living group 
in the election. 

ORaANIZED GREEK houses would, in all 
probability, turn out almost all of their mem- 
bership and maintain a high number of senators. 
Dorms, being less organized, would probably turn 
out less of a proportion of their membership 
and would have fewer relative senators. 

Of even greater question is the lot of the ap- 
proximately 40 per cent of K-State students who 
live off-campus. Their organization as a living 
group is extremely poor. Because of this, their 
turnout would be small and the consequence 
would he very little representation. Is it then 
fair to eliminate re|Mesentatlon for those people 
living in dormitory and off-campus housing he- 
cause they do not vote? Apathy can not be 
entirely assumed from a failure to vote. 

Another Important oonslderatlon is that of 
promoting more of a Greek-Independent spilt. 
It is very possible that thane could be a power 
struggle so that one group could dominate 
another group. Senate would then become an 
instrument to promote one living group over 
another, maybe at the expense of the other.

• Seizure of one or more key 
provinces in the central high- 
lands and setting up provi- 
sional governments that would 
claim to speak for. South 
Vietnam's 14 million persons.

Their success was parUy a re- 
sult of the iComunists' appeal to 
the nationalistic feelings of the 
Vietnamese for support against 
the French, then against the 
Diem regime vaA later : against 
the U.S.-supported governments 
in Saigon. 

NOfW, eonhat deaths and Sai- 
gon's relatively effective cam- 
paign to lure guerrillas to its 
side has r^OTtedlr begun to 
create critical manpower short- 
ages in places. Viet Cong re- 
cruiters are Increasingly turn- 
ing to prees-gang tactics to till 
the void.

has been to resist agression with 
the maximum force necessary 
and the minimum risk possible. 
The New York Times said the 
U.S. "is willing to assume the 
main burden of fighting 'main 
force guerrilla units, but hesi- 
tates to become deeply involved 
In pacification."

Congress To Hear 
President Jolinson's 
Civil Riglits Plan 

WASHIKOTON ( U P I) — 

Sweeping proposals that include 
a three-stage plan to end hous- 
ing discrimination were expected 
, to be outlined in President John- 
son's civil rights message to 
Congree today. 

Informed sources said nearly 
all points touched on in the 
civil righU bill that telled last 
year will be revived and reaf- 
firmed in the new package, In- 
cluding the disputed housing 
section that doomed the bill the 
first time. 

The message was expected to 
go to Capitol Hill at noon BST. 
The new bill, sources said, would 
provide for a gradual end to dis- 
crimination in the rental or sale 
of property rather than the out- 
right ban propoeed la the lift 
bill. , 

Using the pattern of the eqnal 

opportunity section of the 1164 
Civil Rights Act, the new plan 
will provide a steadily more in- 
clusive prohibition against hous- 
ing bias over a three year period. 

Other sections of the new bill 
include provisions to eliminate 
discrimination In the selection 
of state and federal Juries and 
greater federal protection to 
civil rights Workers and others 
exercising their oonstltntlonal 

richta.

The AWS Rules Cioavaatioa 
to be held Saturday will hope- 
tnlly readi several decisions 

pertinent to all women atudrnta 
at Kansas State. 

. Among the topics dlsenssod 

will be the Issue of off-campus 
women's housing regulations. 

AODOBDINO TO Margaret La- 
hey. Associate Dean of Students, 
the proposed raaolutlon of the 
AWfl RuIm Committee eoaeem- 
ing off-campu'? housing for wo- 
men differs only slightly from 
current University regulations. 

Kona Reynolds, HT So, bead 
of the AWS commission on off- 
campus women regulations said 
that the proposed resolution was 
baaed on polls and question- 
naires distributed to both on- 
campus and off-campus women 
at K-8tate. 

Miss Reynolds said that the 
proposed -resolution endorsee the 
University poil^ of providing 
dormitory housing tor freshman 
women because of the opinion 
that dorm living is important to 
the social and academle adjust- 
ment of freshman woman. 

THK OOMM1SHION has also 
endorsed the policy to require 
sophomore women to live In dor- 
mitories unless thore Is a ai^lal 
need. Miss Reynolds explamed 
these needs to concern sopho- 
mores who arf partinlly or fully 



aelf-aupportlng, those who have 
loans or aehola^hlps, or those 
who may have health reasons. 

In order to roealve tpaelal por- 

mlulon to live off-cam pus, the 
sophomore will be asked to ap- 
ply to the dean of students and 
be reviewed by a (.•ommlttee. If 
the committee feels that the 
need is justified, the student will 
be allowed to move off-campus 
In approved hoaslag. 

THE .VWS resolution to be 
discussed Saturday states that 
women over 21 may live 
wherever they choose but are 
urged to live in aprovod housing. 
The resolution also asks that 
supervislfm of Off-campua wom- 
en be tett up to the discretion of 
the apartment ownt r and should 
not be subject to University 
regulations. Mtss Reynolds and 
Dean Lahey have stated that this 
is the main changa in proposed 
regulations of the resolution 
eoaeeming off-campus living for 
women. 

Current regulations make all 
off-campus women restricted 
under the hours aad other regu- 
lations of the University. 

TWO N£W recommendations 
also propoaod in the resolution 
are that serlona ooaslderatloa 
he given by the University to 
building apartment housing for 
worn en in the immt'd i;i t c fntiirp.

The Dec. 13 speech by Landon 
loaagurating the "Landon Lec- 
tares on Pablic issues" at K- 
Stata was Inseried In tbe Feb. 1 
issue of the Congressional Rec- 
ord by Prank Carlson, senior 
senator from Kansas. la Us 
prellmlnarr ramarka. Saaator 
Carlson pointed out that it is 
most appropriate that Luidon 
ba honorad br awb a aarlaa aad 
he suggested that LandOB ba la- 
Tlted to expand upon tali ra- 
marks before the powerful Sao- 
ato Foreign Rolatlona Conait- 
taa cbalnid bjr Son. wniiam 
Fttlbrlght of Arkansas. 

SBNATOR FtUbrtght promptly 
responded that ba bad read Lan- 
don s speech. 

"1 particularly Ilka the pro- 
g raaa l T a attttada of tba Govar- 
nor toward changes which have 
taken placa in the world in re- 
cant jrears. His dlaeasalon of 
oar China policy was Mpaelally 
appropriate, and in my opinion, 
it Is one of tbe most enlighten- 
ing and nsofnl speeches that I 
bare read by any prominent 
public figure." 

Fnlbrlgbt said be would lifca 
to bava Ckyvaraor Landon ap- 
pear as a witness before his 
committee and asked Senator 
Oariami to mvr bto feataaat.

Fulbrlght concluded: "1 was 
very pleaaad that tba Ooiramor, 
who has been in public life for 
a long time and Is not among 
tba yonngaat of as, baa axblbltad 
such a freah point of view on 
this subject, through bis speech. 
1 thought he abandoned so 
many of the old myths that have 
afflicted our foreign policy so 
long, and bo doca tt la a gradoaa 
way."' 

(SENATOR George Aiken of 
Vermont also said that be had 
read Landon's speech and com- 
mented. "It Is a fine speech and 
should be widely read." 

Landon's talk "New Chal- 
lenges in International Rela- 
tions," drew favorable Kansas 
editorial attention whan ba gave 
tbe Inaugural address in tba lec- 
ture series here on Dec. 1 3 .

Aspiring Pianist Finds Love for B 



He tMxSim two eUMMf^Bttflli 
fttid studfltttt Ti« for the cIam cardB. 

This Isn't unusual for a professor here, 
but it is unusual when he can stand in front 
of his class and talk with scholarly enthusl- 
aam abont Jazz, CJbariM XHokeiUp Kaant 
folklore, Auetnaieii terrain* fflewlrfl mueic, 
his unbeaten traek reeotd, poetry or Vic- 
torian literature. 

SPEAKING WITH a rich voice, Earle 
Davis, head'^of the English department, 
leaned agaiitir the podium at the f^nt of 
the large CtemrooiiL 

He crossed hie legs and grinned out at 
the room jammed with students packing 
the isle and sitting on'! the table and steps. 
HlB lecture seemed more like a friendly 
vtoit 

He threw in personal thoughts (If I 
f^l down and broke my leg, I could relax 
for two months.) ; he entwined humor which 
sometimes drew laughter but most often 
just emtlee from tbow who caught tiie 

He related ftorles and aotod them out— 
a man !■ enveloped by a time machine or an 
elderly bearded Pole gets popcorn caught 
In his false teeth. 

He quoted DiekeiM' charaden uilhg 
their aooentfl. 

Barle Davit also is known to some as 
a "^garatte eater." This is what he calls 
his eccentric point. 

"I don't really eat them, I just chew on 
them," he said with a quick gesture and an 
unlit elgaratte In his mouth. "But lt*s kind 
of messy." 

HIS CIGARETTE chewing is a therapy 
substitute; he quit smoking because of an 
allergy his doctor attributed to smoke. His 
allergy has not returned since he quit. 

Davis M«ms Informal and fun-loving 
yet knowledgeable to his students and 
Mtoal friends. The blue shirts and ties he 
constantly wears compliment his white hair 
and twinkling eyes. 

But another phase of the man wrote: 
''No Interference with environment 
Or ohanoe or tete eaa he pivMiiiied bgr 
Ood; 

But He can take our wills, our faltering 
wills, 

And make us strong to meet whate-ver 



So Davis wrote in "An American in 
Sicily," a narrative poem published in book 
form. The story tells in first person the 
day-by-day experiences of Jimmy. Tommy 
and Mike in war-torn Slelly. of their loves, 
thom^ts, phlloeophiet and prsyers In the 
midst of war. 

"From the sign came the signal; from 
the flint came the flame. Qenlus is destiny 
in action. The flame Is still a light and 
burning.'* 



Thus Davis ended his book. "The Flint 
lUMl^ the name/' on the artistry of Charles 
Dickens. . • 

Davis' other works included two text 
books and three volumes of poetry. He is 
- completing "Ezra Pound and Economics," 
a book about a dlfncult modern poet who 
supported MussollnL 

BUT HIS LOTS of literature did not 
squelch his interest in music or the varte^ 
his other interests took. 

Davis can sit down at his home piano 
and produce lovely sounds with the grace- 
ful playing of a showman. When the mood 
strikes blm, be adds worda. His f^voritos 
include the satirical songs of TOm Lehrer. 

Davis sings with a t^lear, rich baritone 
voice. He once sang with the famous West- 
minister choir and the Schola Cantorum 
ChcHr in New York, 

In the prc^ioe to one of his iNioks, Carl 
Sandburg mentioned "An American in 
Sicily" as an outstanding work. Davis was 
never in Sicily during the war but sal^ he 
made up the realistic story. 

As a young man, Davis aspired to be 
a classical concert pianist. He studied mnalc 
at Monmonth College and Illtiiois Uiitver- 
sl^. 

During one summer the young pianist 
took over a small town music teacher's 
lessons. For a couple of days he taught 
only beginners. 

THK HE Orrsir blames for not oon- 
Unulng and teaching mmlc 

And it takes money to try to be an in- 
dividual soloist. Davis gave up the idea 
when he was offered scholarships to study 
in English. Then he discovered his great 
love lay In Utorature. 

He found his Interest developed Into a 
vocation and he began teaching in coUe^. 
He taught at the University of Wichita and 
Joined the K-State faculty In 1949. The 
next year he was made head of the English 
department. ^ 

He teaches a variety of subjects from 
poetry to Shakespeare but thinks English 
nofel is "my seholarly spedality." 

"Part of the fun of working with stu- 
dents in a university is working with teach- 
ers," the department chairman said.

At universities across the 

nation, administrative of- 
ficials and coeds are con- 
cerned witlt one major problem, 
the Issue of dorias hoiii« for 

women. Rules conventions, pro- 
posals and policy bearings are 
numerous, and so are tbe pleas 
for diftncsB. 

K-State coeds wilt vote Satur- 
day on an Associated Women 
Students (AWS) bill to elimin- 
ate cloelng hours for seniors and 
women 21 or older. Passage of 
the bill, which would go into 
effect next fall, would be a step 
toward liberalisation of the K- 
Stste hours policy for women. 

"I think it is a great step 
forward," Margaret Lahey, dean 
of women, said. 

"WK ARE simply kf^eplni 
pace with a changing campus 
and yet not overlooking the fact 
that many students feel a uni- 
versity should Insure opportun- 
ities for ncBdemIe s*.ttdy end for 
sleep.*' 

Miss Lahey said she is pleased 
that although liberalization of 
the houra policy is besinning a 
"step at a time," women won't 
have to wait three year-s for 
further changes. An elastic 
elanse to the bill provides for 
review of the rule next year to 
determine possible extension to 
Junior woman If the ehaage Is 
successful. 

The hours proposal fur seniors 
Is the result of studv and debate 
by K-Stafe coeds and adminis- 
trators since 1964. 

AN KARMRR propossl based 

on a hey system was passed at 
the 1964 AWS rules convention 
but failed in Facu'*/ Council on 
Student Affairs, which must act 
on all bills submitted. 

Council members, after study- 
ing the bin for two months, 
vetoed It because of the "basic 
idea" of student keys and con- 
cern abont security problems II 
keys were lost.

Coeds at the University 
of Washington (UW) last May 
submitted a proposal to the ad- 
ministration which would elim- 
inate hours (or all women stu- 
dents who obtained parental 
permission. The administration 
revealed a counter-proposal in 
December, enbject to approval 
by the coeds, which eliminated 
tbe parental permission clause. 

€X>Bmt APraOVBD the pro- 
posal by a 90 per cent majority, 
allowing tbe new ruling to go 
into effect this year for all uni- 
versity-recognized residences ex- 
cept dormitories, which will im- 
plement the rule next fall. 

The UW Panhellenic Council, 
however, set up two modiflea- 
tioas for sorority members — ■ 
hoars tor freshman women and 
pireatal peraitttlea for -*all 
minors. Under the approved 
proposal, the councU'B rulings 
are blading. 

THK H.^MK situation is possi- 
ble. Miss Lahey said. Any 
living group that wants modifi- 
cations in the hours bill may 
make suggestions and vote on 
them.

Security Is not a major worry 
at the moment. Miss Lahey said, 
because keys are not Involved. 
The present bill's provisions 
should alleviate most of ths con- 
cern over security probUms. she 
added.

Under the law, rMOrrlsts are 
required to go on active dnty 
for their basic and advanced In- 
dividual training — in most cases 
about six months.

The obllcatlon 
is for a S-year period.

"The new rules." McNamara 
said, "are designed to assure 
greater equity In fulfilling mili- 
tary serrloo obllgatloBS. The In- 
dtrldnali directly affected are 
now enjoying draft determent 
without contributing directly to 
tko rtrongtk and readlneti of re- 
serve component unltfi." 

It was stressed that the new 
rules would apply only to thoee 
reservists and national guarde- 
men who have not served two 
years on active duty. Those men 
who are partlclpntlng satisfacto- 
rily with their units will not he 
affected, it was emphasised.

THE BILL provides tax re- 
lief natformljr without regard 
to the taxpayer's bracket, since 
the relief is In the form of a 
credit, not a dednetlon, it would 
be refunded from the amount 
of income tax an individual 
would normally pay. 

But the refund is available 
only to those who pay tneome 
taxes, thiiH eliminating some in- 
dividuals who need financial as- 
slstanee. 

Riblcoff, in a statement on 
the Senate floor, said that under 
his proposal, more than two- 
thirds of the benefits would go 
to families earning less than 
$10,000 a year. 

"THIS PROPOSAL la for the 
average family in America," 
Rlbicoff said. "It is for the peo- 
ple who coastltnte the backbone 
of America — the blue eoUar 
workers, the white collar wcvfc- 
ers, the wage earners." 

Continually tnereasing college 
enrollments force private and 
public instltutioDB to expand 
their facilities, which, itt tnm, 
leads to Increased tuition costs. 

"BACH YEAR the costs of 
going to college tncreaae," Rlbi- 
coff poiatod ont. "As they do. 
the burden will continue to fall 
more and more heavily upon the 
taxpayers of the lower and mid- 
dle Income groupe — who are 
struggliag to pay their bills, buy 
their homes and educate their 
children." 

The bill Is similar to one Rlbt- 
eoff has Introduced in previous 
Congressional sessions with one 
exception. An amendment pro- 
vides relief for students In ac- 
credited post -secondary level 
technical, business and other 
voeattonal schools.

^ Spring enrollment for 1962 saw a drop of 
400 students from the fall ' MirolUhent. 4,$00 
students enrolled for spring daases. 

The enrollment peak for K-State had been 
reached the preTtous year when 5.907 students 
formed the student body. 

The College graduated 275 students at mid- 
term. This was also a marked decrease in the 
number graduated in 1951. 

The decrease was partially due to men leav- 
ing school for military servioe. Although fewer* 
students left, for servioe In *62 than In '51, the 
combined loases created a noticeable Impact on 
the camptw.

THB OraGINAIj bill proposed 
self-limited hours for lAilors 
and women 21 or older. 

If the amended bill is passed 
at the 'second AWS session, it 
will appear before Faculty Coun- 
cil on Stadent Attalfa for a^ 
proval. 

Ahh BILLS approved by the 
council will go into effect next 
fall. There is no procedure now. 
however, for reeonslderatidn of 
hills that are not approved, 

Carol Christeosen, AWS presi- 
dent, said delegates at the sec- 
ond session should present a bill 
allowing for reconsideration of 
disapproved bills or a bill allow- 
ing the present regulations to re- 
main in effect. 

In another section of the bill, 
regular clo8ing hours for sopho- 
more and freshmen women were 
set at 11 p.m., Monday through 
Thursday; 1 a.m., Friday and 
Saturdi^; and It atdnlslit,. San- 
day.

Alt sections of the bill may be 
modified by individual living 
groups, and each group will de- 
termine iu own qratem of mle 
enforcement.

More predictions on the final Statements and 
proposals approved by Associated WiMnen Stu- 

dents (AWS): 

(1) THE University may not infringe on the 
student's right to live where he wishes. The 
University must make on-campus living groups 
attractive enough to iie eeonomieally viabl*^ In 
a free housing market and should not build 
dorms which can only be filled 1^ fordng stn> 
dents to live in them. 

(2) All off -campus regulation of students 
by the University is prohibited. The non-uni- 
versity life of a student should only be of con- 
oeim to himself, his parents if he or she Is a 
minor and perhaps 1^ pastor and tbe cItU 
authorities. 

(t) ALL B4ICIAL regulaUon (If any) with- 
in a living group (including men's) shall de- 
rive only by secret ballot of the members or 
inhabitants. Majority rule with the safeguard 
that any student can move to 
another living group or into pri- 
vate heaMag. R0od«r 

(4) The r%ht to dress (and _ . . 
how) is reserved to the indl- UpiniOll 
vidual man or woman. 

(5) rHK UNIVEBSri Y shall 

enforce no rule, regulation or law which spe- 
cifically applies or holds for members of any 
one sex as well as nu», religion, color. 

In the future neither shall AWS, for this 
is discrimination. AWS will no longer (in ac- 
cord with Article 5 above) make any rules or 
regulations that discriminate against women be- 
cause they do not apply equally to men. 

Social regulations should only be made demo- 
cratically by eailh Uff ng group for all of Its 
members whether they are men or women or 
both men and wooMn (co-ed).

Self-ttmlied hours for K-State 
womeii was the mala liane of the 
Associated Women Stodenta 
(AWS) convention Saturday. 
Some coeds wanted hours for 
jniilorak seniors and women 21 
or olM, wkUe othwa wi. to 
include only seniors aild wumm 
21 or older. 

The convention paasdd an 
amendment granting Belf-limited 
hours to juniors, seniors and 
women II or older. The 
amanded bill was tallied, how- 
ever, until another Bession 
March 2 to idlow tor tartbar 
diBCussion. 

A clause in the bill stated that 
the system of self-limited hoars 
will be evaluated in February, 
1988, to discuss eontiatting it. 

MUCH OF the discussion con- 
cerning self-limited hours for 
jantors centered around the fear 
that Faculty Coaneil aot ap- 
prove the bill. 

Karyl Nelson, PSY Jr., closing 
hoars com mission member, 
stated that "women stndents 
should a«k for what they want 
without heaitation about what 
Faculty Council will deleat." 
She also snggestad that aetst 
spring the extension of self- 
limited hours to sophomores 
should he dlseusaed. 

8HERYL ETMNG, SP Sr, 
Goodnow delegate, said, "I be- 
lieve that self-llmtt«d honrs for 
Juniors is not too much to aslt. 
I also believe that Faculty Coun- 
cil la very liberal and will ap- 
prove what we have decided." 

Sherry Keucher, ML Jr, Rules 
Convention chairman, said, "I 
believe the convention has pro- 
moted the development of re- 
sponaiblUties of women at K- 
State. On March 2 it will be 
Important for eaelt delegato to 
exprc-;^ the vlewi of tha llTinc 
group she represente," 

MAROABBT Lahey, associate 
dean of students, agreed that the 
convention was successful, "I 
believe this bas been an «eel- 
lent opportunity for K-State 
women to approach their prob- 
lems and Tolee their oplalong." 
•he said. 

Sally Helton, BED Jr, chair- 
man of the closing Hours Com- 
mission, supported self-limited 
boars for only seniors and 21- 
year-olde. She said the issue of 
closing hours is controversial 
and eneouraged delegates to 
urge women to attend an open 
bearing thia week and voice 
their oplnloaa. 

Jeanne jttanh, TC Jr, I>elta 
Zeta delegate, said. "I tbink tbe 
review clause is a good Idea and 
will encourage Faculty Council 
to approve tbe self-llmlted hoars 
since they will have a ebaaoe 
to consider the way It Is work- 
ing In February 1968."

While the otnelal AWS dis- 
cussion of women's eloslag hours 
Is stalemated until March 2, the 
men of K-State have expressed 
definite opinions on the subject. 

"The abolition of closing 
hours for seniors and 21-year- 
olte is a good Idea," Richard 
Davis. BA Ft, commented. 
"Campus regulations for wo- 
men have been too conserva- 
tive." 

"HV THK time women reach 
college age they should be old 
enough to know what they want 

to do,*" Davis said. 

Frank Howard, AQE Sr, was 
a bit apprebeaslve about extend- 
ing women's hours. "One hour 
won't make that much difference 
In dating for underclasswomen," 
he said. "Everyone will Just be 
more tired on Sunday morning. 

"HOWKVKR. If the closing 
hours are going to be abolished 
for npperclasswomen, they 
should be abolished for every- 
one," he continued. "Perhaps 
this Is Just a step toward ua- 
II ml ted hour.i for all women." 

A more conservative attitude 
was expressed by Craig Wood- 

ard, BIS Jr. who said. "Un- 
limited hours for seniors would 
be too bard to eatorce. 

"The no-hours policy would he 
fine If people are mature enough 
to govern tholr own actions. 



But tbey area't," he said. "If 

college students were grown-up 
they wouldn't do some of the 
things they do. People doa't 
realise bow childish they are." 

"WOMEN ARB generally more 
responsible than men. The men 
are tbe ones wbo actually need 
regBlatlng. bat It hu worked out 
better to regulate women." 

The male view generally con- 
sidered the present closing 
hours, with, a minor extension, 
adequate for sophomore and 
freshmen women. 

Woodard said, "Even some 
adnlts should be regulated In 
their hours because they are not 
mature enough to take care of 
themselves. It would be too 
hard to differentiate between 
those who are mature and those 
who are not, so the younger 
group should have rules to con- 
trol them and form their habits." 

MOHT OF the men questioned 
had not thought much about the 
closing hours issue and did not 
believe that their habits would 
be affected much by the AWS 
propoaal. 

Several said that the new 
hours policy would affect only 
the women who are not mature 
enough to recognize their re- 
spoasibllUles and take car« of 
themselves. "People who are 
mature wo^ldn't stay out all 
night nnyway," n senior snlrt. ^

Kenneth Winters, R-Pralrle Vil- 
lage, and Bill Brier, R-Overland 
Park, wonld anllUy a 1964 ral- 
inc 1^ tlM Itaaias Board of Rag- 
ents ending the sale of cigarettes 
on eampnaea of all state schools.

% Rogers Offers 
BUI To Boost 
Stadiwh Plans 



TOPEKA — A bill opening the 
way for eofaatraettra of a new 
34,000 saat football stadium for 
K-State was introduced Monday 
in the Kansas leglalatare. 

Rep. RIehard Rogara, R-Mut* 
hattan, latrodnoed the meaanra 
which would amend the state 
revenue bond law to allow laau- 
anea of such bonds for constrac- 
tlon of stadiums. 

THE BTAMVM, which would 
be expandable to 66,000 teats, 
Is , planned to be coaatrujiitad 
northwest of campus. 

▲ fnnd-ralBing campaign to 
raiM moo»y for the stadluipi. 
f&nntKh the sale of seat opttona 
was announced Friday- The 
campaign is expected to raise 
more than 1600,000 toward the 
estimated |1.6 million cost of 
the stadium. 

THE REMAINDER of the cost 
would come from revenue bonds 
backed by student activity tees. 
K-State students voted 2 to 1 
last year in favor of using 
aeUrlty funds to back the sta- 
dlum if the athletic department 
•creed to raise at least 1500,000 
toward construction costs. 

The new stadium, planned to 
be completed fior the IttS foot- 
ball season, will replace the 
14,000 seat Memorial stadium. 
The site of the prasa nt atadlvm 
Is planned for future naa for 
educational buildings.

In a telephone Interview this 
morning, Winters said moat of 
the six state schools have been 
losing 176,000 In gross sales 
each year because of the ban. 

It Is noticeable, Winters said, 
that cigars still are sold in the 
student unions on the state cam- 
pusea while the sale of cigarettes 
is forbidden. There is a notice- 
able rMctlon to the cigarette 
■alaa baa at baHgaaiea aad other 
times when alumni and vWtora 
are on campus, be said. 

WUJMAM mam, Ualon 
baalaess manager here, said In 
19IS, 18 months after the Reg- 
ents' rullnc became effective, 
that the Union was losing |8.S00 
net profit each y$ar. Using this 
figure, the Union has lost more 
than ISS.OtO In revenne from 
cigarette sales. 

Brier, a recent graduate of 
the UntToraity of Kanaas, said 
he was in school at the time of 
the Regents' ruling and that the 
ban failed in its purpose of curb- 
ing student smoking habits. 

Brier aaid he conld see no 
taaaon why the atat* schools 
ihould be losing revenne which 
woold have to made np Utrongh 
the tnereaae of atndent feea or 
state appropriations. 

THE NEW BILL will have Its 
seecmd raadlBC on the Honie 
floor today before beins ratorrod 
to committee for conaldaftttlon. 

Winters said the blU prabahly 
would be referred to the State 
Affairs committee. Honae aetltm 
on the bill eonld eoma wit&ln 
two weeks. 

The cigarette sales controver- 
sy began in March, 1S84. when 
the RegenU motivate by the 
U.8. SurgaoB-Oenerara report 
linking cigarette smoking and 
lung Qaagac , banned the sale of 
cigarettes on all state eampdses. 

IN OCTOBER. 1965, the Reg- 
ents rejected a motion to dis- 
continue the baa by a 6 to S 
vote. Student govememnt lead- 
ers from most state schols had 
protested the measure. 

In trying to present a united 
front agalnat the ban, K-State 
and Wichita State University 
student governments worked tor 
several moatlia per^rlng rasoln- 
tions to present at a BoWPd of 
Regents meeting. 
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Honors Classes To Test 
Pass-fail Grade System 



The pass-fail system may 
be tbe beginiiliig of m pro- 
gram to help tli6 Unlvwraity 
"get in gear Intellectiiftlly." 

The physics and geogra- 
phy departments have 
adopted pass-fail courses on 
the graduate loval. Junior and 
senior honors students may wof 
roli in one pass-tail course each 
semester beginning neat fall. 

THK PROGRAM for honors 
students is similar to those 
adopted by other universities in 
the country. During the Junior 
and oenlor years; honors «tn- 
dents will be allowed to take 
one course for credit — but with- 
out a grade— Mch a«pieater. 

"A' student may take any 
course be and his adviser agree 
upon, but courses outside his 
major are preferred." Marjoria 
Adams, asalstant dean of arts 
and sciences, said. 

AT THE beginning of the 
semester, the student will tell 
his teacher that he in takinR 
the course on a pass-fall basis. 
If he receives a D or above, he 
passea: If not. he falla the 
course. 

The program is on an experi- 
mental basis but even so it was 
approved by the arte and sftl^nces 
faculty and by Faculty Senate. 

CRISDIT FOR the class will 
be recorded on the student's 
transcript but his grade point 
average will not include the 
course.

K-State, once a member of 
the Katlonal Student Association 
(NSA), withdrew from the or- 
ganisation in 1960. Jim Tbeia- 
ing, former student body presi- 
dent, said NSA was "too wound 
up in politics and not concerned 
with student affairs." 

The National Student Associa- 
tion last week was blasted by 
the president of a rival organi- 
zation, Associated Student Oov- 
i-rnments (ASG), for accepting 
funds from the Coatral lattlll- 
genoe A gency. 

RBPOiVnmiiT the NSA baa 
been partially subsidised by the 
CIA for the past 10 years but 
this arraaaomaat has boon ior- 
minatod at NSA's request. 

"NSA Sfteald not be Involved 
in politics." Bob White, ASG 
prealdant aaid. "It should only 
pcoTtde aa aaehange of Tlews oa 



denu," the University of Okla- 
homa senior addsNI. 

"We at K-State were looking 
for something more applicable 
to our iritnatloa," Thefalng ihld.

only as long as people accept its 
authority and its role Is secure 
only when it performs satisfactorily those func- 
tions that it was designed to perform. 

THE KEYSTOUE of the strength or weak- 
ness of Student Senate is interest articulation 
(interest representation). 

To those of us who have been intimately 
involved with Student Government over the 
years, it has become an acknowledged fact that 
most students do not view student government 
as either legitimate or as an organisation with 
a vital ftinctton to perform. 

THE REASONS for this attitude are: stu- 
dents outside of student government do not par- 
ticipate in the decision-making process and stu- 
dents are not consulted by their representatives 
when decisions are to be tmde. 

Student senators make little effort to tell 
their constituents what's going on. This is 
recognized by the majority of students and can 
do nothing but sour their attitude towards stu- 
dent government.

Unfortunately. Jacques Vools is, quite as 
much as I am, a victim of Collegian style. His 
letter (Feb. 14,) is a rather unfortunate and 
foolish reaction to the story published Feb. 10, 
which purported to be a distillation of an Inter- 
view I granted two days previously. I ainoerely 
hope Vools* letter fared better under the editor's 
Irresponsible eye than did the reporter's story.

Druldlsm (as pfrao- 
ticed here), like many oriental religions, holds 
no such belief in dimidiation." Therefore, the 
Collegian's reduction of niy statement to "pro- 
hibits," except Insofar as such prohibition is 
determined by the essential alienation of man 
from the Godhead (caused, in traditional Chris* 
tlan theology, by Original Sin), is an inaccurate 
and belittling estimation of the Intentions ot 
the organized Christian church. 

IT IS A pity that Voois chose finally at 
this particular point not to believe the story 
when it said "The cult has little formal ritual;" 
(It was ofte of the story's few accurate and un- 
misleadlng statemente.) 

That most of the ^^giously dualisttc w^ 
tern religions are moribund has been obvious 
for years. It is hoped that the awakening to 
this fact that is now taking place will stimulate

If he would be more 
aggresslTe and do a little dig- 
ging, he might find what he 
needs," Farley said. 

FARLimr, A soft-spoken man 
with a pleasing personality, said 
he worries a great deal about 
a student who Is unfamiliar with 
minoks, "The student who can't 
^se the index of a book is in 
serious trouhle," he said. 

Since his arrival at K-State 
in July of last year, Farley has 
set about making books easier 
to find in the library. 

His changes include the re- 
cataloguing of the books from 
the Dewey DMimal System to 
the Library of Congress sjrstem. 
Farley said he expects the com- 
plete process to take about five 
years. 

**T«E PVIIPOSE of this 
change-over Is to orient the 11- 
brmry more toward resmreh and 
antonatton.

Legislature Debates New Federal Time Zones 



Br TOM PALMKR 
A bill, r«coinm«nded for i»aa- 

se by the Kansas House of 
Representatives by & 10 to 6 
Tote Tttmradsy, may «umpt Kan- 
sas from the uniform standard 
time act passed by Consress. 

Ttongh Gov. Robert Docking 
hM not Mid that he would veto 
the bin, he Indicated he thonght 
('Xf tnttltng Kansas would be un- 
sound. Robert Londerbolm, at- 
torney general. a«d hla aaeletant, 
Park McOee, howenr. have re- 
searched the qaeetkm and have 
foand the bill's wording too 
vagne lor comprehension. 

TRB POINT of confusion In 
the bill Involves whether the bill 
appllee to the country as a whole 
or to federally regnlatotf earrlen 
and utilities. Their research 
Indicates that an Interstate Com- 
meree Oomnlsslon <ICC) act is 
the only one that applies federal 
time to the entire country. 

The ICC act refers to the divl- 
aion of the country Into time 
Mmee and line tittle to do with 
the state bill. McOee said it ap- 
pears that the country arbi- 
trarily has accepted the sched- 
■lei used by the ntlUtles and 
earrleni as standard tine. 

If thlH is true, then the ques- 
tion arises what time schedule 
to Intended by the proposed bill. 
MAH PAR AS we cna toll, the 



bill provides that Kansas would 
remain «n4or etandard time," 

McOee said. No one knows for 
sure, however, whether the 
sundard tlnw nennn the new or 
old time. 

Some believe the hill would 
Hpecify that Kansas must go on 
the new federal system, because 
there Is no reason to eliminate 
the state from the federal bill's 
regulations. 

They Insist that if no bill is 
passed, the preaent system used 
by Kansas wonld he retotned. 
Only the utilities and carriers 
would be affected by the fed- 
eral legislation. 

NUMKBOUS PROBLIBMS are 
forseen If Kansas retains its 
pr(?8ent nyHtem while snrrovstf- 
ing sutos use daylight saving 
tine dnring the anninier. 

For hneteaesos and workera in 
Kansaa City, Kan., and Kanaas 
CItf, Mo., getting to work on 
ttme and aetUng Ume aebeaalaa 
would be confusing. For In- 
It would be 6 a.m. in 
but it would be 7 a.m. 
In Maeonrl. 

The bill was criticized in the 
Legislature for giving areas the 
choice to be exempted. 

"PEOPIjc; in rural areas liave 
never liked daylight MTlng 
time," Rep. Jess Taylor (R-Trlb- 
nne). chairman of the Kansas 



House State Affairs Committee, 
said. Re Mlevee moot of mral 

western Kansas will oppose the 
bill and this would put fff 
out of step with the reft of the 
stotes In the Midwest. 

A molntion was Introduced 
in the State House to place the 
whole nation on Oreenwicb time 
and to eliminate the current time 
zones being used. This would 
mean there would be no allow- 
ance for lUffereace in hours in 
different parts of the world. 
Time everywhere would be the 
same aa time at the Greenwich 
obMrvatory in Great Britoin. 

A supporter of thto propoaal. 
Rep. Ernie Unroh (R-Newton>, 
added that to clarify the bill to 
nnderataatf what tine Kanma 
should use, the time could be 
specified in relation to Green- 
wieh time. In that case, for in- 
sUnce, Kansaa would be six 
hours behind Greenwich. 

MAMORIE ADAMS, as^stant 
dean of arts and sciences, said 
she thought coming to work an 
hour early and having daylight 
time lator in the evening waa 
agreeable. She a#dod that for 
an academic institution like K- 
Stoto, It wouldn't be a neces- 
sfty. 

John Lott Brown, vice-presi- 
dent tor academic affairs, said 



that farming in Kansas should 
he tokMl into serious considera- 
tion before the bill is defeated. 

HE HAID that Ft. Riley 
would be forced to go on the 
new systom along with the rest 
of the federal tnstitntloaa. Thla 
would creat*' (on fusion In Junc- 
tion City and surroundlns areas 
if Kansas did not accept the day- 
llght BHvIng program. 

Brown said that the Univer-

Sen. Richard Russell, D-Qa., 
chairman of the watchdog group 
since its formation, told news- 
men Tuesday that the panel has 
been advlaed of the CIA support 
for student gronpa "from the 
ontaet."

THE OTHER seven colleges, 
agricnltnre, architecture and 
design, arts and sciences, com- 
merce, education, engineering 
and home eeaioailcs uald they 
usually were willing to go along 
with any. "reasonable" requests 
for rww^gnments. 

Some requests that fall into 
the "reasonable" category were 
y pointed out by Orval Bbberts, 
assistant denn of arts and sd-

AS A RE8VI/r, there was a 
definite need for rewwdgnment of 
3,000 to 4,000 students who had 
not anticipated the failure In a 
preieqnlstte eonrso. 

Because IBM registration still 
is not flawless, the computers 
"kleked-ottt" a number of re- 
Qttlred cotrses In preparing stu- 
dents' schedulM, which had to 
be added later by reassignments. 

IBU schedules In some cases 
an nnreasonable, seheduUng 
stndeata from 8 a.m. to as late 
as I p.m. Other schedules have 
five or wSx eonnwe Itotod te a 
atdid sequence on three days 
with nothing scheduled on the 
other days. 

WORKING students who must 
have certain hours free in order 
to nuliifaln their Johe also had 
a major vroMem vtfh Mr tSam 
schedules. 

Those who knew they needed 
time for a Joh should have In- 
formed their advisers about this 
inforamtion in the fall seautt^r, 
before p re-enrollment. 

In tho best Interests of stu- 
dents, adjustments in assign- 
ments like these are necessary. 

Of tho oolleges which do not 
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allow reassignments for some 
reasons, most said that they ^ 
fuse ^ ressslgumeuts beeavae 

studento usually muit to change 
Just for their own convenience 
or to have another professor. 

RICHARD MORSE, assistant 
dean of architecture and design, 
said that his college does allow 
most reassignments. If it is not 
a reasonable request, however, 
it Is not permitted. The com- 
puter is used as a labor saving 
device, he explained. And It 
everyone wanted classes reaa- 
signed, "we would be duplicat- 
ing the work of the computero." 

Another reason for not mak- 
ing reassignments is that the 
computers design schedules to 
balance out daas sections. 

IP TOO MAHT reassignments 
are granted, elaases could end 
up completely out of balance, 
with 12 in one section and 28 
in another section designed to 
accommodate SO, Morse said. 
"It's really not fair to the Other 
students in the section." 

Bbberts said that the com- 
puter, however, is only an aid 
to registration, not a final 
planner of programs. *'Some> 
times," be said, "the only thing 
we ean do is correct it our-

A site which once housed a 
$20 million Atlas "E" missile 
to Mas eoiivwtad tato m a«ro- 
s|MUW UbontoiT for tutnfe tn- 
atnictfon and research programs. 

THE VNITKD States Air 
Force began construction on tlie 
mtaM» sits ta l»ft. la lt«l 
th« rite was completed and pro- 
nouncerd operational. Due to the 
development of the Minuteman 
and Titan n nttosUw tlie site 
beeane otaolet* ia 19t4. 

Last year the need for the 
Bite developed when the me- 
^chanlcal engineering department 
ffiFmui awardad a fll.iet grant 
from the Natloaal Science F^ma- 
dation (NSF) to construct a 
small rocket engine test tacllt^. 
with matehlng funds provided 
bgr the Uaitanltr. 

The $24,000 allocation 

prompted a search for a suitable 
site on or near the campus, 
High-pressure water and consid- 
erable amounts of electrical 
power wer« needed In addlttoa 
to tPlpphone communication with 
the campus. The facility had to 
be protected from temperature 
and moisture extremes Uld van- 
dalism possibilities.

Record Catches

All fall and winter outdoorsmen waited for rain and 
snow and even cold weather which would drive game 
to heavy cover and which would allow dogs to work, but 
with the coming of spring all of that changes. 

Most fisliermeii prolmbly have ctoanfid oiH the old 
tackle box four or five times And have cited tlMir reels 
all In anticipation of spring fishing. 

Likely as not, they've already caught that seven- 
pound bass or 12-pound channel cat a dozen or more times 
in their sleep. 

Some tish already are being taken on warmer days. 
The best places to fish at present are spillways, and places 
'Jf^here springs enter lakes or ponds. Some anglers have 
taken large walleye across the state by trolling but with 
the recent cold snap most would-be anglers are siiUng at 
home by the fire — thinking about fishing. 

Jigs Good for Walloyo 

Usually the best walleye fishing is in the spring and 
fall when the water is cool so when that next warm spell 
hits go get 'em fellows. Jigs and minnows are the best 
bet. Use one-sixteenth or one-eight ounce jigs in any of 
the basic colors. Purple Jigs fished about ^ foot below a 
bobber somettmes give excellent residts at spillways. 

For the channel catfish enthusiast here's some good 
news. Twenty-one lakes in Kansas received special stock- 
ings of 8- to 10-inch cats. Two of these lakes arc Potta- 
watomie No. 1 and Pottawatomie No. 2. A total of 61»728 
fish were stocked. 

Speaking of stocUng* Kansas is now experimenting 
with two new species of forage Uth which can survive 
only in warm water. 

They are the threadfin shad, common to Southeast- 
ern states, and the filapia, a fish which originally came 
from Africa's Nile River. 

Sponcor Lake Stocked 

The KFFGC recently received a shipment of thread- 
^ fin from Arkansas and has stocked them in Spencer Lake, 
below the Gulf Chemical Plant on the Spring River in 
Cherokee County. They were placed in an effort to get 
them to survive through the winter as the chemical plant 
tends to warm the water flowing into the lake. 

Host of the tilapia are betalg kept in hatchery ponds 
at Pratt to see if they can survive Kansas winters and 
reproduce in the spring. 

Talk about game fish! Some of the northern pike 
stocked in the Norton reservoir are bumping eight pounds. 
That's in only tw<^ yeaigil^ They pnti^t rei^ grow if one 
of these forage fish to takes hold In KanslMi. 

It's highly possible as many of our present species 
were introduced. Some of these such as the white bass, 
. walleye and northern pike have done so spectactularly. 
Others such as the newly Introduoed striped bass which 
' niay reaidi 80 poimdB show i^ieat pr0mta%^^ 

Sportsmen should make a point to attend the 16th 
annual Outdoor Show sponsored 1^ tlw BU^ Coul^ 
Fish and Game Association. 

It will be Saturday and Sunday In the National Guard 
Armory west of Manhattan on K-18.
